BONDS TO ISSUE SOON.

TOPBKA (Kan.) Feb. 27.—It was 
decided today that the bonds for the 
State Oil Refinery will be issued with- 
in ten days.

“Becond—The lines of said harbor 
have not, as yet, been definitely located 
by the United States government, and, 
until that be done, it is impossible to 
determine what, if any, land surround- 
ing said harbor could be placed under 
the control of the said commission. 

“Third— most of the land sur- 
rounding said harbor is owned, or con- 
trolled, by private individuals. 

“Fourth—The only thing which, at 
this time, could be advantageously 
done by a State commission would be 
the fixing of tolls, but this matter is 
being satisfactorily attended to by the 
Board of Supervisors of the county of 
Los Angeles. 

Fifth— Persons engaged in shipping 
at said port are entirely satisfied with 
the manner in which said harbor is 
now being conducted, and do not desire 
the establishment of a commission for 
the control thereof at this time. 

“Sixth—The establishment of such «a 
commission at this time would be an 
additional burden upon the State, or 
upon at said port, which, un- 
der all the umstances, is unneces- 
gary.

BUNKERS CLUTCHES AT STRAWS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-4.M.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 27.—In the 
Supreme Court today a petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus wae filed by 
Attorney H. V. Morehouse in behalf 
of Bunkers. The points made by the 
attorney were very similar to those 
presented on demurrer to Superior 
Judge Hart of Sacramento. He ar- 
gued that under the constitution the 
Legisiature has no power to investi- 
gate private corporations and there- 
fore the committee of which Bunkers 
was a member was not authorized to 
enter into an investigation of building 
and lean corporations. There was no 
bill bearing on the subject before the 
Senate, and even if Bunkers had ac- 
cepted money from Jordan, which 
was denied, no crime had been com- 

mitted. 

After presenting his petition, At- 
torney Morehouse was informed. in 
chambers by Chief Justice Beatty that 
it would be denied, though it must 
take the usual course, the court not 
being prepared to announce its de- 
cision.

CO, $4 Grant uae, 


USSIAN EDITOR 
ON REFORMS. 


ALEXANDER STOLYPIN ON LOCAL 
SELF-GOVERNMENT. 


_---- 


Zemstvos as Factors of Great Polit - 
ical Importance Bureaucracy’s At- 
tempts to Offset Parochial Against 
Village Schools—Present Revolt Not 
Against Monarchical Principle. 


[RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 4.—TA. P. 
Correspondence.] Another review of the 
present political situation in Russia is 
contributed to the Associated Press by 
a prominent Russian writer, Alexander 
Stolypin, who has made a special study 
of questions of local self-government, 
and has himself taken conspicuous part 
in the work of the Zemstvo. Stolypin 
was formerly editor of Prince Ouktom- 
sky’s paper, the Petersburg Viedmosti, 
and is now political editor of the Novoe 
Vremya. He attaches the greatest im- 
portance to the part played by the 
Zomstvo in the political development 
of Russia, under which heading he 
writes as follows: 

“In discussing the political develop- 
ment of Russia with especial reference 
to self-government, I propose to devote 
myself exclusive.y to the Zemstvo (land 
council,) since the political significance 
of the Douma (Town Council) is, with 
rare exceptions, practically nil. and it 
ls only lately that the town councils 
of certain large cities have joined in 
the general movement and have even 
assumed a prominent part. Such, for 
instance, was the recent decision of the 
Moscow Douma, demanding political 
rights for the whole country and de- 
claring that in the absence of such 
righte the interests of such a large 
bye center as Moscow must suf- 

er 

“But even if the political importance 
of Russian cities should at any time 
develop. we shall witness only its be- 
ginning: while the significance of the 
porvincial institutions or Zemstvos as 
factors of great political importance is 
proven by forty years of struggle for 
a preponderance which the State has 
never been willing to grant: As a matter 
of fact, the establishment of the Zemset- 
vo on January 1 (13,) 1864, borught the 
germ of conflict In the vagueness of the 
organic legislation, which, fearing un- 


denctes among the various classes,’ 
limited the Zemstvo to an agricultural 
ephere of activity, but, at the time 
yielding to the spirit of the time, al- 
lowed the Zemstvo almost unlimited in- 
dependence in this sphere. Such üb- 
erty, placed in artificial frames,. such 
complete competency to a certain 
limit where began complete negation 
of rights, such an attitude toward the 
people, now treating them as grown- 
up men, now as children—all this bore 
the stamp of unprecedented disregard 
of practical considerations. 

“The inevitable consequence wae that 
the administration and the free Zemstvo 
placed side by side, began to trespass 
on each other's ground. It was not to 
be expected that the edministration 
would voluntarily surrender a part of 
its political rights to the Zemstvo 
and thereby extend the latter's pow- 
ers, and it was equally difficult to en- 
pect that the Zemstvo would allow this 
administration a free band in the mat- 
ters which had been placed within its 
full control. And the event justified 
these apprehensions. No sooner had the 
Zemstvo begun its work, than accusa- 
tions came from all sides that it was 
arrogating to itself 4 political charac- 
ter: on the other hand, the Zemetvo 
retorted with sincerity and justice that 
its work was being interfered with. 

NATIONAL EDUCATION. 

“The most striking example of this 
was given in connection with its ef- 
forts for national education. The Zemst- 
vo had been empowered to deal with 
this question, but under the foggy. 
bureaucratic proviso, within the limits 
defined by law.” Now, the law, not 
having been drafted with prophetic 
prevision of the newly-created Institu- 
tion, was mute on the subject of um- 
Us.“ But when the Zemstvo began to 
build schools aond seminaries, organ- 
ize libraries, etc.. the satisfaction 
which the Ministry of Public Instruc- 
tion should have felt on seeing a great 
share of its work assumed by other 
shoulders, quickly gave place to dread 
leat the ministerial progress of eduea- 
tion might be disregarded, and chiefly 
lest such a powerful weapon for po- 
Jitieal evolution as the education of 
the younger generation might fall into 
other hands. Restrictions followed. 
With the aid of legislative measures 
and circulars, public and secret, the 
Ministry of Public struction brought 
matters to such a pass that the 
Zemst vos, after voting the money and 
bullding the schools, were forced to 
surrender them to the ministry. As a 
slight concession they were, however, 
permitted to conduct primary schools 
Including not more than two classes 
(standards;) providing the teaching 
adhered atrict'y to the government 
programme, using only school books 
authorized by the ministry and under 
the most stringent control of the gov- 
ernment, all of which involved enor- 
mous expenditure of energy and 
money. 

“It is of interest to follow the course 
of schoo! evolution in Russia, which is 
of such special importance for this 
country, since it is the lack of educa- 
tion that keeps Russia a laggard among 
the European nations. Every peasant 
instinctively feels the necessity of edu- 
cation. Neither vexatious restrictions, 
nor Draconian laws could discourage 
the villagers from attending school. 
Pienty of devoted eschoolmasters and 
schoolmistreases, unable to endure the 
government yoke, were willing to serve 
the Zemstvos, however humble and 
narrow might be the sphere of the 
Zemstvo School. But the Zemstvo bud- 
get is modest. 

It could pay the teacher not more 
than an average of 20, sometimes 30. 80. 
more often 15 roubles a month. For thts 
sum, the teacher was content to live 
in a remote village, often in a cold 
lodging, and give lessons under the 


most trying conditions, in small class- 


realizable expectations and liberal ten- 


rooms crowded to suffocation and with 
few or any class books. 
MORTALITY AMONG TEACHERS. 
“The mortality the teachers 
is enormous, still more ome incur- 
able invalids. They receipe me 
sions. Yet there is never a vacancy ? 
open. Students, both in the capitals 
and in the provinces, consider it an 
honor and a sacred duty to take the 
places of those who drop out of the: 
ranks and enthusiastically forsake 
their chances of a brilliant career in 
order to teach the children of Russia 
to prepare the coming generation fer 
better times than the present. It is . 
natural that these self-imposed mar- 
tyre are not prone to bend the knee. 
before their administrative superiors. 
Indeed, it may be said, that the gove, 
ernment does not find in them the plik- .. 
able material it seeks for Ms pur 
poses. Latterly, their efforts to unite ~- 
themselves into an organisation have” isla 
caused great apprehension to the gov-" 8 
ernment, and it may be added, the ap- « 
prehension was not unfounded, Im- 
prisonment, exile, police surveillance’ 
and the widest encouragement to in- 
formers have been resorted to, but 
have only served to intensify the fanat~- 
icism of a class which is likely to fig- 
ure in Russian history 

“Judging — and ignorant of 
the causes, bureaucracy resorted 
every means of offense and defense, ~ 
among these being an attempt to off- 
set parochial against village schools. 
This has nothing in common with tha 
conflict between religion and State ed- 
ucation in France, for instance. Lag 
schools in Russia are all compelled 
by the established programme to de- 
vote considerable time to religious in- 
struction and, moreover, the Russian: 
people are so devout that a sc 
without religion would be foredoomed ' 
to failure. 80 the government had te 
resort to purely religious schools in - 
its fight against schools that were 
three-fourths religious. This strange | 
idea would be inexplicable, did 
not remember that it germed within. 
the bureaucracy of St. Petersbu 
which fs totally unacquainted wi 
the people or their lives, and draws. its. 
conclusions from from official reports. 

“Panic-stricken provincial authorie 
ties and the reactionary press had for 
years been trumpeting the intelli- 


fi, 


moralizing the people, till at last. they ~‘ 
succeeded in frightening 
St. Petersburg. priest hood, 
through the mouthplece of the strong 
bureaucratic organization, of which. 
Pobiedonestzeff is chief procurator,. 
took up the cry, declaring that the 
parish priest was powerless to co 
godless teacher, since 2. 
latter was in constant touch with the | 
children, and urging the transfer of . 
the village schools to the church. 
But here again arose a difficulty, ‘The | 
schools belonged to the Zemstva. 

“This three-cornered conflict de- 
tween the ministry, the church and hoe 
Zemstvo went on for years; so, long, 
indeed, that its petty, departmental. * 
origin was lost sight of; the idea was 
spread abroad that the Zemstve . 
schools were hotbeds of atheism, and 
that popular education must de en- 
trusted to other hands, capable of up- 
holding the ideale and spiritual re. 
quirements of the people. But there 
was no way of disposseasing the 
Zemstvo of its schools, so it was final-. , 
ly decided to establish a large num 
ber of rival institutions entirely under 1 
the control of the church. Russia 
being terribly deficient in the most 
elementary means of tion, this 
enterprise would certainly have proved 
highly beneficent had it been properly 
carried out. But instead of open 
schools where none existed, the church 
devoted all its energies to competing ~ 

with the Zemstvo schools in villages 
which were already well endowed, come 
pletely neglecting others where the . 
peasants had no schools whatever. 

“The result was distinctly unta vor 
able for the church. Its were 
placed under a disadvantage from the 
outset; they were * organized and 
conducted by the parish priest, de 
had church services, weddings, fune- 
— and many other ya attend 


devoted so much attention 
to this branch of the Zemstvos work 
because I think my American readers. 
will more readily understand its gen 
eral character from this particular exe 
ample than from a disquisition on the 
whole aspect of the question, many 
elements of which are foreign to Amer 
ican life and comprehension. — 
NOT AGAINST MONARCHY. 


“It is demonstrable that the conflicé. 
now proceeding in Russia is nowise di- 
rected against the monarchial prince 
ple, to which the ee are very de- 
voted, but against the usurpation by” 
the bureaucracy of all the vital fune- 
tions of the nation. peasants have. 
come to belleve that their former on- 
ers have, since the emancipation of the 
serfs, been concentrating offices and 
influence in their own hands ang have 
thus practically usurped the power.. 
of the Emperor. It is a common sag~- ~* 
ing among the peasants that the gdéve 
ernment ‘stands like a well between 
the Emperor and his people.” There 
is a great deal of truth in this. Op 
the other hand, great alarm is felt ip 
higher spheres for the safety of the» 
dynasty, and this alarm is due to* 
misunderstanding of the fact that the 
Zemstvo, upon which a revolutionary 
mask has been foisted as an excuse” 
for repression, is essentially a cos 
servative institution. 

“The Zemstve cannot be a teres 
tionary and still less an anarchist ele. 
ment, for the simple reason that it is 
composed of landholders, and 
ideals pursued by the proletariat ef - 
labor—although they may be tempo 
rarily adopted by the Zemstvo in its,. 
campaign for freedom—ere necessarily. .. 
objectionable, and even terrible to . 

“In the first Zemstvo, the propor ties 
of classes represented was as follows: - 
Nobies, 9 per cent.; peasants, 4 per . 
cent.; clergy, 5 per cent. others, §.. 
per cent. After the reactionary fee 
forms of 189, to which] shall refer 
later, the proportion of nobles large 
ly increased. This showed that the re- 
forms, dealing principally with the 
method of election, chiefly affected the 
peasants. The government hoped te. 
find in the nobles a conservative ¢le 
ement which should relieve it of all 
apprehensions from an elective insti- 
tullon. But the reformed Zemstve did 
not display the siightest change of pol- 
icy, and the late Minister Plevhe found. 
to his astonishment that the sophisti« 
cated body was just as resolute an op- 
ponent as its predecessor. . 
“It may even be confidently asserted 
that had Plehve done the very reverse, 
had he Increased the propértion of | 
peasants, he would have odne much - 
more to achieve the desired result. For 
the peasants would have even gone the . 
length of seeking to apply Henry ., 
George's nationalization of land, but 
they would certainly have remained ine - 
different to political rights. If we are 
to judge by the rapidity with which the 
large land foldings of the nobles are 
passing into the hands of the peasants, 
it may be presumed that this transfer 
would have matertally facfiitated 4 
rormal evolution, unattended by any 4 
catastrophe. The fact is, however, thag 
our government fears nothing se much 
us an agrarian movement. Every~ 
thing Is sacrificed to this self-imposed 
bogies, the people are sedulously kept 
in a state of darkness and ignorance, 
the development of this country fs Ime 
peded and numbed, discontent is ens 
kendered and the energies of the na- 
tion are wasted in internal strife,

| GEORGE s. BOUTWELL. | 


Death at His Home in Groton, Mass. 
of Man in Public Life More than 
Sixty Years. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
GROTON (Maes.) Feb. 27.—After an 
lliness of a few days, George 8. Bout- 
well, former Governor of Maseacnu- 
setts and former United States Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, died at his home 
here today, aged 87 years. He was 


stricken with pneumonia last Friday. 


and owing to his extreme age, was un- 
able to raily. 

For more than sixty years Mr. - 
well has been in public life, begin 
his career as a lecturer, at the age of 
19. At 4 he was eleeted to the Massa 
chusetia Legislature, and at 33 he was 
chosen Governor of the State. Although 
elected to- these offices as a Democrat, 
Mr. Boutwell became active in the or- 
ganization of the Republican party. 
He was a personal friend of President 
Lincoln. 

Mr. Boutwell was an outspoken aboll- 
tionist. He served in the national 
House of Representatives from 1588 to 
1868, Inclusive, and was a member of 
the commission which reported the 
fourteenth amendment, and conducted 
the debate in the House. He was See- 
retary of the Treasury in President 
Grant's first Cabinet. In 1878 Mr. 
Boutwell was elected to the United 
States Senate, where he served for six 
years. 

Mr. BRoutwell was among the most 
prominent opponents of the Spanish 
War. In fact, so strong was his con- 
vietion that, after war was declared. 
he left the Republican party, and, with 
the formation of the Anti-Impertialis 
League, became its president, which 
office he held at the time of his death. 

Mr. Boutwell was the author of 
bouks on politics and ftimance.

FORCES 


AGAINST DISGRACE. 


Night Collection. 


ul Rally Today to Get Unsightly 
Rows of Sickening Swill Cans Off 
Streets—To Appeal to Council jor 


HREE cheers for the club women! 

Now that the city is to take up 

the work of caring for the people's 

Waste, the ladies propose to have it 
done right. 

They are striking at an abominable 
nuisance that makes the city a by- 
word. 

They are going to hit the first blow 
today and will keep up the fight till 
they have blotted out the nauseating 
spectacle of the half-spilled garbage 
can, festering on the sidewalk in the 
public view at all hours of the day—as 
a special fascination for tourists. 

This morning at ‘the Chamber of 
Commerce building will be unfolded 
the particulars of the great project 
that the women of the outdoor art sec- 
tion of the Civic, Federation have 
undertaken for bringing about one of 
the most neeced civic reforms of them 
all, the night collection of garbage. 

The Garbage Committee of thie sec- 
tion, Mrs. J. B. McLean, chairman. 
aided by the Child Study circles which 
go into all the homes in the city, have 
been the means of circulating a peti- 
tion among all the women's organiza- 
tions and clubs in Los Angeles as well 
2s among private individuals and 
householders, and within the next few 
weeks this request, signed by the 
women of the city, will be presented to 
the City Council. The petition will be 
a monster. 

The women of Los Angeles feel that 
they “have suffered long.“ and that it 
is at last their duty to exert themselves 
and assist in the general house-clean- 
ing, especially in providing for the 
health and beauty of their homes. 


exposed to the almost perpetual sun 
of our ¢limate unquestionably breeds 
disease: 
“Therefore, we, the undersigned, 
householders in the city of Los Ange- 
les, do respectfully petition your hon- 


Monday, Wednesday, Friday and Sat- 
urday nights of each week. If this 
emall area were gathered during the 
hours specified in the petition, midnight 
and 4 A. m., it would deprive the thea- 
ter and opera-goers of the privilege 
of seeing the restaurant barrels and 
cans emptied under their very noses, 
and they would no longer be obliged to 
affect the wearing of aromatic flowers 


to lessen the perfume now wafted to 
them from the uncovered garbage 
wagons, 


District No. 2 includes all parts of 
Los Angeles not included in District 
No. 1, and fully one-third of this sec- 
tion has never seen a garbage wagon. 
The southern parts of the Fifth and 
Sixth wards have been neglected, and 
Highland Park, Garvanza and the 
western extremities of the city are 
asking for garbage service. The city 
has grown, and is growing so rapidly 
that it seems almost impossible to 
keep all sanitary improvements in step 
with its rapid strides. The outdoor art 
section argues that this city is rapidly 
becoming one of flats and apartment 
houses for the convenience of those 
who wish to live near the business cen- 


ter, and the result of the present sys- 


All those who have been interviewed 
favor the measure unreservedly, and 
believe that when the city offflicals 
once know that it is the earnest desire 
of Los Angeles women to have all 
garbage gathered and delivered at 
night, for beauty and health's sake, 
the gentlemen will gladly grant the 
wishes of the mothers of the city in 
thie case, as they have invariably done 


in the past. 
Several of the Councilmen, who have 
already been approached, have ex- 
favorable views, and Dr. Pow- 
ers, the city health officer, says it is 
the only thing to do. City Attorney 
Mathews has also encouraged the la- 
dies in their laudable undertaking. 
This small but determined body 
composing the Garbage Committee of 
the Civic Federation, have gathered 
data here and there all over the city 
and are informed as to the present 
conditions and needs of every section, 
and their knowledge of all details per- 
taining to their department is certainly 
astonishing. ‘Their zeal has several 
times been the subject of good-natured 
ridicule from their friends, and they 
have been used as whetstones to 
sharpen the wit and humor of thelr 
acquaintances. The following “Garb- 
age Jingle’ has been dedicated to one 
of their number: 
“The club woman rose from her garb- 
age pile 
And — nervy, majestic sway, 
Attempted to tell her City Dads 
Of a newer and better way 
To clean our Angel ‘ity, 
To remove the awful smell 
Our garbage cans now waft us, 
Suggestive to us of- wen!

HIS BACK BROKEN. 
Robert Olsen, Who Fell from Long 
Beach Car, More Seriously Injured 
Than at First Supposed. 
Robert Olsen, the Dominguez ranch 
hand who fell from a Long Beach car 
late Saturday night and lay all night 
ina narrow slough, was subjected to a 
serious surgical operation yesterday 
afternoon at the County Hospital, the 
result of which is yet in doubt. When 
Olsen was admitted to the hospital it 
was found that in addition to internal 
injuries of a serious nature, concus- 
sion of the brain and numerous scalp 
wounds, he had sustained a fracture of 
the vertebra between the shoulders. 
Fortunately for him the fracture did 
not sever the spinal cord, but instead 
it exerted a pressure upon it which 
caused partial paralysis of the lower 
limbs.

Roland Wilson, aged 15, is dying at 
the County Hospital, of spinal menin- 
gitis, superinduced by a bath.

tragedy will have closed. 

C. D. Jackson, the ice-cream peddler, 
was crying his frozen wares in front 
of the Grand Operahouse one night 
three weeks ago, when a small, gaunt 
and very dirty lad approached him. He 
had no place to sleep, he said in a dis- 
couraged voice, and was miserably 
hungry: hadn't had but one cheap 
meal a day for weeks. His pinched 
face and hollow eyes bore out the tale, 
The boy said his name was Roland 
Wilson; mother died when he was 2 
years old; brought up in the Pasadena 
Orphans’ Home until he was 12; father, 
a worthless drunkard, died in his cups 
im St. Loule; brother, a sailorman 
somewhere on the high seas. 

Jackson's heart, say those who know 
him, is relatively as big as his fortune 
is small, and as warm as his wares 
are cold. On a flat chance he gave the 
wretched boy a small stock of mould 
ice cream and sent him off to sel it. 
The truet was wel imposed. Boy came 
back with the proceeds—$1. That night, 
after the Gavroche had meen thorough- 
ly fed, Jackson took him to his own 
shelter in the rear of No. 21 North 
Broadway, and bedded him. They en- 
tered into a business agreement. and 
for a short time the lad proved himeelf 
a splendid peddiler. 

Then Jackson wrung from Roland 
Wilson the confession that he had not 
taken a bath in two years. 

e era of uncleanliness ended then 
and there, in an ablution the — 
pleteness of which wus absolute. It 
was also fatal. Immediately thereafter, 

Ro- 
land Wilson went forth and sat upon 
the courthouse steps to cool off and 
quiet his young nerves after the shock 
of ersion. He then and there 
caught a fearful cold. Next day, in- 
Stead of crying ice cream on the 
streets, he tossed deliriously in his 
bed at Jackson's place. Continuously 
he called for “mammy” to come and 
lie down beside him; and that puzzled 
big-hearted Jackson, because the boy's 
mother had been dead since he was 2.

space. The courtroom of Justice Pierce, 
though small, might, the chairman 
thought, be made to answer the pur- 
poses of the third courtroom, and he 
invisted suggestions from the judges 
present. 

Judge Trask, while prefacing his re- 
marks by saying that he spoke only for 
himeelf, practically spoke for ali the 
judges to a certain extent. With nine 
judges he thought it would be not only 
proper but almost a necessity that there 
be @ presiding judge to systematize the 
work. He necessarily would hear. mo- 
tions and such cases as could not be 
heard elsewhere, and for all his pur- 
poses a small courtroom with comfort- 
able chambers would serve. 

While agreeing, Judge Allen went a 


step farther and said that all the court- 


rooms are too large and 80 per cent of 
the present space. is all that is neces- 
sury to furnish every accommodation 
for the trial of cases. He acquiesced in 
the necessity for a presiding judge, but 
urged that there ezisted- no reason for 
every courtroom having a.jury room 
and other space of that character. 
Judge Allen suggested that the two 
courtrooms at each end of floor three 
(Judges Allen, Smith, Conrey and Wil- 
bur) be changed so that the dark and

HE PLOT AGAINST CASTRO. 

An Associated Press dispatch 
from New York brings formation 
that John L. Andara, former Superior 
Judge of the Supreme Court of Vene- 
suela, has arrived in that city for 
the purpose of urging the United 
States “to refrain from: interfering in 
the affairs of Venezuela until a rev- 
olution, now being organized, shal! 
have. deposed Castro.” 

Sefior <Andara’s mission to the 
United States seems to be of a rather 
peculiar character. There is nothing 
peculiar, of course, about the fact that 
a revolution is in progress, or in con- 
templation, in Venezuela. In Vene- 
zuela, and in most of the republics 
to the south of us, a state of revolu- 
t seems to be about the normal 

ition of things, while peace and 
quiet are the exception. But it is a 
somewhat anomalous request that the 
government of the United States 
shall refrain from interfering in the 
affairs of Venezuela until a revolution 
shall have been successfully accom- 
plished. The request is anomalous, 
because it is not the custom of the 
United States to interfere in the do- 
mestic affairs of any of the South 
American republics, to the prejudice 
of one side or the other in their nu- 
merous revolutions, and there need 
be no fear that we shall do 80 un- 
necessarily. 

Judge Andara is quoted in an inter- 
view as follows: 

“We believe that if the 
States interferes at the present time. 
it will create a complex situafion in 
Venezuela, both the National and Li. 
eral parties are united against Castro, 
and we are confident that we can 
overthrow him ourselves and save 
the United States from a possibly un- 
pleasant affair. I believe that all for- 
eign nations look to this ¢ountry for 
the proper payment of their claims 
awarded by the protocol. If Castro 
is delinquent, it is surely the busi- 
ness of the United States to collect; 
but we can save the embarrassment 
that would naturally arise.” 

It seems that those who are at the 
head of the movement to depose Cas- 
tro have authorized Judge Andara to 
pledge the payment of the awards 
against Venezuela, and to assure al! 
parties in interest that after Castro 
shall have been satisfactorily dis- 
posed of. “strict impartiality will be 
observed” in the payment of all ob- 
ligations of Venezuela. Sefior Andara 
expects to lay his propos on before 
the government at Washington today. 

There is not much probability that 
our government will care to negotiate 
with Sefior Andara, under the circum- 
stances. It is true that in a sense we 
stand sponsor for the foreign debts 
of Venezucia awarded under the 
protocol. Rut it would be in very bad 
taste, to say the least, for us to make 
any advance bargain or agreement 
with the eremies of the legal Presi- 
dent of Venezuela, even if there be 
a strong prospect that they will soon 
come into power. We have nothing 
to do with the internal affairs of that 
government. If Castro should be de- 
posed, we shall deal with his succes- 
sor or successors holding power as 
the responsible government. 

In the meantime, it ‘s Venezuela— 
the country itse!f—that we shal! hold 
responsible for the awards, quite ir- 
respective of whatever accidental or 
de facto <overnment may be in pow- 
er. Having become in a measure an- 
swerable for the payment of the 
awards against Venezuela, it may 
be necessary for us to take possession 
of her customs revenues for the pur- 
pose of paying these awards, and to 
prevent any complications with other 
nations. No question in serious con- 
flict with the Monroe doctrine has yet 
arisen in this affair, and it is not like- 
ly that any such question will arise, 
as the attitude of the-mited Siates 
in this connection is too well under 
stood to admit of doubt or trifling. 
Our government will know precieely 
how to act in any dee that may 
arise calling for action. The man at 
the helm may de trusted to meet 
any and all emergencies promptly 
and wisely.

HE SENATE DID ITS DUTY. 

Congratulations are in order. 
The upper house of. the California 
hewisiature has done ite manifest 
duty in expelling from membershi 
in that body Messrs. Bunkers, E 
mons, French and Wright, the four 
Senators rccused of accepting bribes. 
The accused Senators were found 
guilty as charged, after a thorough in- 
vestigation by a committee of the 
Senate appointed to investigate the 
charges against them. This ecomml'- 
tee recommended their expulsion. In 
acting favorably upon the committee's 
recommendation the Senate has ta- 
ken a step which will meet with 
general public approval; for the en 
dences of guilt were so convincing 
as to leave practically no doubt in the 
mind of «ay person. 

It was 1 painful task that confront- 
ed the Senate. One of the accused 
men is seriously lll from a recent sur 
gical operaiion, and the plea was 
made that expulsion from the Senate 
would render his recovery more 
doubtful. Such a plea, put forth by 
a tearful wife, out of the depths of 
heart-breax, must certainly have been 
hard to resist. That the Senate did 
resist it ie greatly to the credit of 
that bodr.. 

With Senator Emmons'’s physical 
suffering every human being ns 
right feelings must perforce sympa 
thize. But the fact of his misfortune 
does not alter the fact nor the qual- 
ity of his offense. His culpability is 
the same. The principle involved has 
suffered vo modification. With his 
companions in guilt, he has proved 
himself to be unworthy of a seat in 
the Senate. His expulsion, with the 
others. was both just and eapedient. 

It is not to be urged, in extenuation 
of these Senators’ offense. that the 
amount of money involved in their 
bribe-taking was emall. Rather does 
this fact aggravate than exienuate 
their crime, from the moral point of 
view. There is possibly some ex- 
cuse for the man who yields to very 
great temptation. While the principle 
is the same, of course, M both cases, 
the man who falls before a slight 
temptation thereby cheapens him- 
self and leaves virtually no excuse 
for his degradation. “Every man has 
his price’—perhaps. Upon this the 
ory, contempt for the low-priced man 
increases in proportion as his price 
decreases. The man who falls before 
a great temptation might withstand 
a smaller one; but be who falls be- 
fore a slight temptation could never 
stand out against a great one. 

Both congratulations and commis 
erations are due to the people of Cal- 
ifornia because of the outcome of 
this wretched affair—congratula- 
tions because the Senate had the 
strength and the moral courage to 
purge itself of these proven bribe 
takers, instead of shielding them, or 
attempting to shield them, as it might 
have done: commiserations, because 
of the fact that men chosen to repre 
sent the people in the honorable po- 
sitions of State Senators could so far 
forget their duty to their constituents 
and to the public at large as to sell 
themselves to the bribe-giver. 

Now that these guilty Senators 
have been cast out of the Senate in 
disgrace, the next step will be to 
bring them to bar in the civil courts. 
The crime of which they are guilty 
is a felony, punishable by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. The later 
ests of justice combine with those of 
morality in demanding that they shai’ 
be prosecuted with promptness and 
vigor, and that, when found guilty, 
the law's just punishment sball be 
meted out to them “without fear or 
favor.”

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The columns of The Times, from time 
to time, have presented impartially the 
erguments for and against the sea- 
level plan of constructing the Panama 
Canal. As more than once pointed out, 
while the public is keenly interested in 
the great and costly national under- 
taking, the question is essentially one 
for the expert engineers to settle. Its 
difficulty has been attested by the fact 
that the highest ability and the ripest 
experience have found themselves en- 
listed on both sides. The authoritative 
decision, at least on the grounds that 
are strictly technical, must come from 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, and 
the advising cabinet within that body 
is ite engineering committee. 4 dis- 
patch from Washington in yesterday's 
issue of The Times announces the ver- 
dict of that committee. It is opposed 
to the lock system of construction. 

A SEA-LEVEL CANAL 


The engineering arguments may be 
given the go-by; The Times readers 
are already familiar an! them, at 
least in broad outline. Suffice it to say 
that in the judgment of these experts, 
who have had the advantage of study- 
ing the conditions on the spot, all the 
mechanical objections raised against 
the construction of a sea-level canal 
can be successfully overcome. The 
geological difficulties can be met, and 
the great Culebra cut towards the Pa- 
cifie end made despite the faulted rock 
formation; the hydraulic system of 
locks is rendered unnecessary, because 
the flood waters of the Chagres River 
towards the Atlantic side can be con- 
trolled by the construction of dams. 
Thus the two main engineering prob- 
lems are. in the committee's opinion, 
eolved. The other questions involved 
ere cost and time. 
ENORMOUSLY-INCREASED COST. 

The fact may be recalled that the 
Isthmian Canal Commission of 1 
definitely rejected the sea-level plan 
because it was estimated to cost not 
‘ese than $240,000,000, and would prob- 
ably take at least twenty years to 
vonstruct. The committee of the pres- 
ent commission reduces these figures— 
the cash by $9,500,000, the time by eight 
to ten years. They base their calcu- 
lations on the latest surveys and on 
actual demonstrations of the cost of 
excavation. But the fact remains that 
these revised estimates far exceed 
Loth thé estimated cost and the esti- 


mated time submitted to C 
when the project received a 
proval—$145,000,000 was the sum appro- 
priated by Congress for the work, and 
“ix or seven years the period men- 
tioned as necessary for the completion 
of a canal on the lock system. With 
the programme changed and the ésti- 
mates far exceeded, the question must 
of course be again referred to Con- 
cress, the keeper of the public purse 
and therefore the final court of appeal. 
THE NEWEST OCEAN LINER. 
The latest addition to the famous 
Cunard fleet will this week reach 
American shores. Although not built 
primarily for speed, the Caronia, as 
she is named, is in several respects the 
most remaakable vessel afloat. She 
represents the highest triumph of the 
ship-builder’s art. With a length ot 
635 feet and a carrying capacity of 
71,000 tons, she holds first place among 
the leviathans of the deep, and, devel- 
oping 19% knots on her trial trip. 
come only a little behind the cham- 
pion greyhounds of the Atlantic, But 
ene of her provisions for safety de- 
serves -still more attention than sie 
and steaming power. She is fitted with 
a new apparatus, by which all the 
doors between the various water-tight 
compartments can be simultaneously 
closed by hydraulic power controlled 
ty a single handle on the bridge. Be- 
fore this handle can be moved a small 
screw has to be undorie, and the op- 
eration of unscrewing, which requires 
bout half a minute, starts electric 
bells ringing in every compartment to 
warn the men to keep clear of the 
doors. The doors of any compartment 
also shut automatically should there 
be an inrush of water. Well under a 
minute’s time every water-tight bulk- 
head in the ship can be made secure, 
so that the risk of sinking after a col- 
ig virtually eliminated. 
LUXURY IN THE STEERAGE, 
So much for mechanical advance- 
ment. But the sociological evolution, 
80 to speak. is yet more remarkable. 
We are prepared to find the accommo- 
dation both for first saloon and second 
saloon passengers sumptuous beyond 
anything yet dreamed of by orean 
travelers. But the steerage passenger, 
too, at last comes in for his fair share 
of the good things. No more herding 
into unsanitary and demoralizing cat- 
ile pens!
